| the unit transferred from Torgau to Potsdam on 17 April 1953 - 

The unit was subordinate to the TV Koch 3 tedt and, in Potsdam , was quartered in 
a former cavalry barracks on Stalin AlXee which had been occupied by a Soviet- 
unit. Since Soviet rear details were still at this installation, the S? battalion, 
the tank battalion and the AA company of the unit had still to remain in Torgeu* 
The Kavallerie Kaserne in Torgau which had previously quartered the unit was 
scheduled to be occupied by \he Gloewen artillery school, ^ 

On 19 April, the elements of the Guthermub cadre unit which transferred to : Pots- 
dam totaled 266 officers and 366 soldiers. The strength of the unit ms to be 
brought to a total of 14*000 men at an undetermined date. ^
